MAJ. GEN. G. W. GOETHALS, 
BUILDER OF PANAMA’ CANAL. 
DIES AFTER LONG ILLNESS 


Retired Army Engineer, 70 
Years Old, Succumbs at 
Home in New York — 
Funeral at West Point 
Tuesday. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 21.—Major 
General George Washington 
Goethals, builder of the Panama 
Canal, died at his apartment to- 
day. The announcement was made 
by a son, who said that his father 
had been ill for several months, In- 
terment will be at West Point. His 
two sons and his wife were at his 
bedside when death came, Gen. 
Goethals was 70 years old. 

Gen. Goethals was chief engineer 
of the Panama Canal from 1907 to 
1914, and the first civil Governor 
of the Panama Canal Zone from 
1914 to 1916. During his army 
career he occupied various import- 
ant posts, retiring in March, 1919, 
to devote his attention to his pri- 
vate practice as an engineer. He 
was consulting engineer for the 
Port of New York authority dur- 
ing the construction of the Hol- 
land vehicular tunnel. 

The nature of his illness was not 
disclosed, but it was said he had 
been seriously ill for two months 
and that hope for his recovery had 
been abandoned several days ago. 
The fact of his illness was not 
generally known until today. 

Gen. Goethals is survived by his 
widow, Mrs. Effie Rodman Goe- 
thals, and two sons, Col. George R. 
Goethals and Dr. Thomas R. Goe- 
thals. Mrs. Goethals is a daughter 
of the late Thomas R. Rodman of 
New Bedford, Mass. 

Funeral services will be held in 
the chapel of the Military Acad- 
emy at West Point at 3 p. m. Tues- 
day. 

Credited With Greatest Engincer- 
ing Feat Since the Pyramids. 
EN. GOETHALS accomplished 
(Gj on of the greatest feats of 
engineering and construction 
since the Egyptians completed 
their mighty pyramids in cutting 
the Panama Canal. While the 
American forces. under Goethals 
found on the Isthmus of Panama 
the relics of many years’ toil by 


several French companies who 
had attempted to dig the canal, 
what the French accomplished 


was of little, if any, aid to those 
who finally succeeded. It was the 
ingenuity, persistence and brains 
of the army engineers, the _ re- 
markable efficiency of the 
men who labored under them, and 
the unusual organizing ability of 
Goethals that did in less than a 
decade what the experts of other 
nations declared could ‘never be 
done. 

Goethals, appointed by President 
Roosevelt in 1906 to take over the 
work of digging the canal across 
the Isthmus, gathered as aids the 
most efficient body of army offi- 
cers at the call-of the Government: 
and proceeded to Panama with an 
almost wholly mili- 


The late Major-General William 
Crawford Gorgas, Chief Sanitary 
Officer of the Canal Zone, 
“cleaned up” the Isthmus, protect- 


ed the lives of the workers, and 
made the digging of the “big 
ditch” practicable. 


After seven years of unremit- 
ting labor, Goethals reported to the 
Congress of the United States that 
the two American continents at 
last were separated by a navigable 
waterway. 

Success Built Upon Failure. 

The success of Goethals was 
built largely upon the failure of his 
predecessors, chief of which were 
three,French companies, Even 
the famed De Lesseps, -builder of 
the Suez Canal, abandoned the task 
and spent the rest of his life brood- 
ing over his failure to master the 
difficulties presented at Panama. 

During this ‘time the United 
States was not exactly at ease re- 
garding Panama. But it was not 
until 1903 that Congress appropri- 
ated the necessary funds and per- 
mitted the work to proceed as a 
United States Government venture. 

Aside from the task of eliminat- 
ing disease, Goethals was faced by 
many tremendous problems. The 
first of these was the cutting down 
to a much lower level of several 
good sized mountains near the ce - 
ter of the Isthmus in order to mia- 
imize the elevation of the canal it- 
self, Gold Hill and Contractors 
Hill, through which the famous 
Culebra Cut was driven, were “e- 
moved almost completely. 

The second mightiest feat was 
the damming of the powerful and 
erratic Chagres River with the 
Gatun Dam. This was designed not 
only to eliminate much of the ex- 
cavation by the formation of Gatun 
Lake, but also to insure plenty of 
water for ships of deep draft. The 
lake, as completed by Goethals, is 
85 feet above sea level, covers more 
than 150 square miles in .the in- 
terior of the Isthmus, and is deep 
enough for the largest ocean liners 
to pass through. ‘ 

Following close on the heels of 
this problem came the building of

EMPLOYES LINED 
UP AGAINST WALL 


President of Firm Herded 
With Others When He 


Appears in Response to 
Screams of Girls, 


Three men held up 20 office em- 
ployes of the Bussmann Manufac- 
turing Co., 2536W University street 
and escaped with $888 of the 
firm’s payroll today. They over- 
looked more than $5000 which had 
been put up in envelopes, ready for 
distribution among the workers. 

The office employes, most of 
thém girls; were. aroused from 
their work shortly before noon 
when the leader of the robbers, 
waving a pistol, shouted “stick ‘em 
up,” and ordered them to line up 
against a wall. Several of the girls 


screamed, attracting Harry T. 
Bussmann, president, who came 
from his office. He was told to 
line up with the employes and one 
of the robbers, who seemingly was 
highly excited, ran to the desk 
where the money was piled, scoop- 
ing it into a sack. 

In getting the money, which lay 
in plain view, the robber had to 
reach over the pile of envelopes 
containing the lasger amount. The 
robber apparently in charge slow- 
ly backed out the front door, fol- 
lowed by the other two. Buss- 
mann, after they had gone out, ran 
through the door to get the li- 
cense number of their machine. 
The robber carrying the money 
-had dropped the bundle on the 
steps and was picking it up as 
Bussmann almost ran into him. 

Bussmann saw the men run to a 
green sport touring car in which 
with two other men, they escaped. 
He gave the license number to po- 
lice. 

The firm was robbed of a $3500 
payroll four years ago yesterday.

Henry Schenkel, 65, En- 
joined From Disposing of 
*‘Ozonite” Recipe, Ends 
His Life at His Residence. 


MADE FIRST ATTEMPT 
WITH AUTO FUMES 


Police Had Rescued Him 

' From Garage — Ex-Em- 
ploye of Waltke & Co. 
Had Been Brooding. 


Brooding over the troubles that 
began recently, when William 
Waltke & Co. was sold, and its pur- 
chaser, the Procter & Gambie Co., 
sued to enjoin him from revealing 
or selling a valuable Waltke for- 
mula for making soap, Henry 
Schenkel, veteran salesmanager of 
the old Waltke concern, killed him- 
self today at his home, at 2022 
Harris avenues 

Schenkel’s four adult children 
and his wife were in an adjoining 
room when he shot himself to 
death, an hour afier he had at- 


tempted unsuccessfully to commit 
suicide by asphyxiation from auto- 
mobile exhaust gas in his garage. 
He was 65 years old. 

Policemen were .summoned to 
the Schenkel home at 10:30 o'clock 
on a report that a man was ai- 
tempting suicide and found Schen- 
kel seated in the rear seat of his 
automobile in the garage in rear 
of his home. He was dazed by the 
exhaust gas from the engine, which 
was running. 

Shot Heard, Body Found. 

A physician was called, and 
Schenkel appeared to be recover- 
ing when the policemen left the 
house. An hour later members 
of the family heard a loud report 
in the dining room and there 
found "Schenkel on the floor with 
a bullet wound in the right tem- 
ple and a pistol lying near by. He 
was dead. ; 

Schenkel had been an employe 
of William Waltke & Co. for 40 
years, rising to the position of sales 
manager at $9300 a year before the 
company was sold to Procter & 
Gamble last November. Schenkei 
was made sales manager of the 
concern under Procter & Gamble 
management, but he was dis- 
charged in December, 


Simultaneously, Procter & Gam- 
ble filed suit to enjoin him from 
selling or revealing the secret proc- 
ess by which “Ozonite,” a Walte 
laundry soap, is made. The Proc- 
ter €; Gamble Co. contended that 
it had paid $4,000,000 of the $8,- 
850,000 purchase price of the 
Waltke concern for the “Ozoniec” 
recipe and other intangibles, and 
charged that Schenkel was pre- 
paring to sell the *‘Ozonie” formula. 

Sued Procter & Gamble. 

Procter & Gamble Co. alleged it 
had paid $10,000 to Schenkel and 
like amounts to other employes for 
a quitclaim on the secret process 
Later, it was charged, Schenkel 
had demanded $75,000, stating that 
a rival concern had offered him 
$150,000 for the “ozonite” formu- 
la. It was to thwart this proposed 
sale of its trade secret that Proc-y 
ter & Gamble sued. 

In a statement after the suit 
was filed, Schenkel denied signing 
a quitclaim to the process and de- 
clared he had originated the idea 
of powdered soap, the form in 
which “Ozonie” is ma@® <A few 
days ago Schenkel filed suit for 
$250,000 against William Waltke 
& Co., alleging that amount was 
owing him as his share of profits 
from the sale of the process. 

At his home it was stated that 
he had brooded continually over 
the litigation In which he was in- 
volve@ and had suffered a nervous 
breakdown.

walked into a trap there, that 
Spicuzza paid them more than 
$1000 on demand, and that Spi- 
cuzza knows who killed them and 
would tell if he did not fear for 
his own life. 

These conclusions are embodied 
in a final report made to 
Chief of Police Gerk by Capt. 
Stinger of the Mounted District 
in which the shooting took place, 
Cataldo and Ditrapani were under 


indictment for the murder of Al- 

phonse Palazzold, a rival gangster 

and extortionist, on Sept. 9, but had | 

not been apprehended. 
Report on Extortion. 

“It is a well-known fact,” Capt. | 
Stinger reports, “that these men 
(Cataldo, Ditrapani and Charles 
Freese, who was wounded with, 
them) and others of their kind 
have been extorting money from 
time to time from various Italian 
business men throughout the city, 
and elsewhere, and no doubt the 
money found on their persons—_ 
something over $1000—was extort- 
ed from Spicuzza shortly before the 
shooting.” |

revolvers and shotguns—for a de- 
fense fund for the defendants in 
the Alphonse Palazzolo murder 
case, trial of which is set for Mon- 
day.

Pointing out that Spicuzza was.

“I believe Spicuzza became des- | 
perate owing to many demands of | 
extortionists and simply led the/! 

I believe | 
he unconsciously performed an ex. | 
cellent piece of work. He would tell 
the truth were it not for the fact 
he fears for his life.” 


Minute inspection of Spicuzza’s 
bungalow disclosed 50 bullet holes 
in the front door and floors, walls | 
and ceilings inside.

armed with revolvers, shotguns and 
possibly a sub-machine gun, began | 
firing as Cataldo, Ditrapani and / 
Freese emerged from the house | 
atld then chased them back 
the house to finish the “job.” 

Spicazza's Story. 

Spicugza has insisted that the 
three visitors discussed apples with 
him and demanded no money and 
made no threats. jAs the visitors | 
were leaving, they detected men | 
hiding in their automobile at the | 
curb. Spicuzzsa, wearing a white | 
shirt, volunteered to lead them to 
the car. Then the shooting from 
the car began, Spicuzza running out 
of danger while his three callers | 
fell under fire.

TOKIO, Jan. 21.—The  long- 


threaténed dissolution of the Jap- 
anese Diet took place today. 

The opposition immediately pre- 
sented a2 motion of censure upon 
the reassembling of the Diet after 
a New Year's recess. 

The Government, however, fore- 
stalled an actual. vote by announc- 
ing the dissolution as soon as the 
Finance Minister had finished his 
speech. 

The denunciation of the Govern- 
ment by the opposition was due to 
the latter's dissatisfaction with the 
Government’s Chinese policy and 
with measures adopted for re- 
| adjustment of the financial and 
economic situation in Japan. 

The opposition in particular held 
the Government responsible for 
the outbreak of an anti-Japanese 
movement in China and denounced 
the expedition to Shantung as an 
unforgiveable blunder. 

As the law requires a general 
election within 30 days after disso- 
lution, elections were fixed for 


Feb. 290. 

The politica) situation in Japan 
has been obscure for several days. 
Although it is generally expected 
that the Diet would be dissolved 
shortly after its assembly, it was 
by no means certain until this 
morning, when the opposition an- 
nounced its intention of introduc 
ing a vote of nonconfidence. 


Last January a resolution of non- 
confidence in the Government was 
introduced by the Selyu-Kai and 
'Seiyu-Honto opposition parties. It 
was withdrawn a week later in ac- 
cordance with a compromise 
reached with the Government. <At 
that time, however, it was said that 
dissolution still was a possibility. 

Emperor Hirohito formally open- 
ed the present session Dec. 26. It 
lwas said then there was a possi- 
| bility the Diet would be dissolved 
before the end of January.

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BANK LOOTER GtT’ 
THREE 10 30 YEARS 


J. L. Esser Sentenced for Em- 
bezzling $310,000 From Au- 
rora, Ill., Depository.

GENEVA, Ill, Jan. 21.—John L. 


Esser, whose dishonesty wrecked 
an Aurora, IL, bank his ability 
had built, was sentenced yesterday 
to three to 30 years in the State 
penitentiary. 

In tears, the 39-year-old former 


president of the Aurora Trust and 
Savings Bank, heard Judge John 
K. Newhall, in Circuit Court, pass 
sentence in three of the four em- 
bezzlement charges to which Esser 
pleaded guilty. Sentencing on the 
fourth charge was withheld pend- 
ing further investigation of the 
loss of $200,000 not mentioned in 
his confession. 

Esser admitted defalcations ag- 
gregating $310,000. 

Judge Newhall, in passing sen- 
tence, declared there was nobody 
he would rather extend mercy to 
than Esser, who had risen from 
bank messenger to president of the 
institution, but that justice de- 
manded that the prisoner atone for 
his crime by confinement in prison. 

The Judge deplored the circum- 
stances that took Esser into gam- 
bling and speculation, and that 
brought him to a final reckoning 
in court. Esser is married and 
has three children. None of his 
family was in court when he was 
sentenced. He has been in jail 
since last October. 

Esser’s speculations were dis- 
closed Oct. 7, 1927, after direc- 
tors alarmed by their president’s 
actions, ordered an audit. The 
president, returning to Aurora from 
Chicago, drove by the bank in the 
darkness of early morning. 
Lighted windows in the account- 
ing section told him that exposure 
was imminent. Esser aroused 4 
close friend, a Catholic priest, re- 
lated his actions, and upon advice 
of the priest notified the officers. 
He said he had contemplated sui- 
cide but that the influence of his 
family obligations deterred him. 


DECISION AGAINST BETTOR IN 
FAIRMOUNT RACES UPHELD 


A decision of Circuit Judge 
Bernreuter of Edwardsville for the 
Fairmount Jockey Club, in the suit 
of George J. Simon of St. Louis to 
recover $11,765 he alleged he lost 
in bets on races at the Fairmount 
track, was sustained by the South- 
ern Illinois Appellate Court at 
Mount Vernon today. 

Simon had alleged in his peti-

Judge Bernreuter, although he 
ruled against Simon, found in a 
previous decision in overruling a

Chancellor Discloses About $1,400,- 
000 of Defense Budget Is Tied

The Chancellor admitted the un- 
successful ventures were conducted 
without his authority or knowledge 
by Dr. Otto Gessler, then Minister 
of Defense, with a view of bolster- 
ing German patriotism. 

While the amount the Govern. 
ment put in the “Phoebus” enter- 
prise was not made known it is 
reported the total may reach 
6,000,000 marks ($1,400,000). 

It is understood the Government 
will receive about 4,000,000 marks 
($1,000,000) for its holdings of 
Phoebus shares and that it expects 
| to reimburse itself for the total of 
subsidies out of the company’s 
| earnings. 

It is believed the unsuccessful 
venture was the underlying cause 
of Gessler’s resignation.
